And firſt, to take the Hearne, which deſtroves much 
poung fiſh o2 other, if they come nigh the ſhallowe places 
oꝛ bankes: the Hearne is fearefull and ſubtill ſoꝛ to take, 
therefo2e ſome do bapte a hoke, oꝛ pꝛoch hoke with a Me⸗ 
now oꝛ other ſmall fiſh, oꝛ with the gobbet of ſome Pele, 
then make your line greene, o2 like the water where ſhe 
haumtes in a ſhallow place oꝛ other where ſhe reſoꝛts, there

To preſerue ſpawne in ſpawning time. 


Chiecfe way to ſane ſpawne of fiſh, in arch, Apꝛill, 

and Map, is thus, ye ſhall make ſagots of wheate, 
o2 rie ſtrawe, all whole ſtraw not bꝛuiſed, oꝛ of rde, binde 
theſe laggots together with thzee bondes, and all about 
thereon ſticke of young bꝛanches of willowe. Chen caſt 
them in the water among weedes, oꝛ by the bankes , and 
put in each faggot two god long ſtakes , dꝛiuen laſt to the 
ground, and let pour fagots lie couered in the water halfe 
a peard 02 moze . So the filh will come + ſhed their ſpawne 
thereon, and then it will quicken therein, ſo that no other 
fiſh can come to deſtroy o2 cate it, and as they ware quicke 
they will come fo2th and ſaue themſelues. Thus much 
fo2 the pꝛeſeruing of ſpawne in the ſpꝛing and ſpawning 
time.: this is a god pꝛactiſe to pꝛeſerue the fpawne of all 
ſcaled fiſh. Theſe fagots ye may make and lap in all riuers, 
poundes, oꝛ ſtanding waters. Pour fagots had neede to 
be a peard and a halſe long, and bound with thꝛer bandes 
not hard, two bandes a fete from the endes, and an other 
bande in the middeſt, and lay them as J haue aloꝛe decla- 
red, Alſo ſome doe vle to hedge in coꝛners m riuers, and 
pondes with willow, and thereon fiſh doe caſt their ſpawne 
and ſo bꝛerdes. 
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Tl manneriot way to takt Sea-pies. 


The Sca pie is a foule that vſeth the ſeas , and bxedes 
much in Jlands in the ſea, and liues moſt by fiſh + wo2mes, 
and where as they vie in freſh riuers, they deſtroy much 
fiſh, young frie , and ſuch as wines nigh the toppe of 
the water, and will be in ſhallow places of the water : and 
there they haunt to take and feede on them. Chereloꝛe 
the fiſher men haue inuented a way howe to take them, 
which is: ye ſhall lyme two ſmall Oziars, and binde the 
ends that are next the bayte, almoſt croſſe wiſe, Then take 
an other ſhoꝛt ſticke, and binde the one end vnto your ends 
of croſle twigges as ye may ſee aloꝛe, and put that ſhoꝛt 
ſticke thꝛough the fiſh oꝛ bayte. Then lay it on ſome wa- 
ter leafe, ruſhes, oꝛ ſuch like in the midſt of the riuer, and 
as ſone as they ſhall ſee it, they will take and flie away 
with it in their bylles , and ſone they ſhall be lymed there- 
with. : 

Che other way of laying theſe lymed twigges is, ve 
Hall put a ſmall ſhoꝛt ſticke in the bayte, as pee may ſe a 
fo2e, And at the hinder ende tye a thꝛerd an intch long, and 
to that th:&d tie your lymed twigges, and when the takes 
and flies away with it, ſhe cannot flie farre but ſhe will be 
. lymed, fo2 the twigs will turne and touch her wings, and 
then ſhe will fall.

running and ſwift waters, and hard granell at the bottom. 
- TTheſlymiefiſhis the Tench, the Scacod, and the Verte, 
and yet they are comended fo2 a gd feeding meat ſoz man, 
but many will diſdaine the freſh peele , and eſteeme it as a 
flaggie and llymie meate , ſaying: he will gender with the 
water fake, which thing poſſible may be, but the yerle of 
the freſhriner is tryed a god andholſome meate , you ſhall 
baue alſo the Lampze, andthe Lampo:ne, which are called 
venemous fiſh of the Sea, but when they haue ſcraped and 
clenſed them in the freſh running waters. Notwithſtand- 
ing, they are then god and holeſome meat. The excre- 
ments of fanding poles are frogges, which in many pla- 
ces being well eff, they eate like fiſh , andis calde a kinde 
of fiſh, and doe taſte aſwell as a young poultet, fd: I taſtcd 
mp part of many. | 
It is a god thing to haue plentie of freſh water fiſh, in 
riuers and poles, and ſtanding waters: and a great plea- 
fare fo2 man ſometimes to take with his angie a diſh of fiſh 
in thaſe waters whereas fiſh is plentie and well pzeſcrued, 
not to vſe any other engins, but with the hoke : and by 
ſuch meanes as the lawes of this reaune doth permit and 
allow, not to vie fire, handguns, croſſebowes,optes,omt- 
anents, ponders, and pellots mate to cat in the waters ia 
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 andfuch as aredeuourers of fiſh, as bow nets,caſting nets, 
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fronny andpoyfor thefith;no2 pet tu tur all ſoꝛtes ofnets, 


ſmall trammels, ſhoue nets, andd2anghtnets : which are 
deſtroyers of fiſh befoze they are growen to any bigneſle, 
Cheſe are not mete to be vſedbut of certaine Gentlemen 


m their ſeuerall waters, J would wiſh no running waters 


thculd be let to any fiſher man, without oꝛder what meſh, 
what nets, he oꝛ they ſhall vie to fiſh with, and in what 
„ 
faite his leaſe. and all ſuch engins. 

Alfo it ſhall be god foꝛ all Gentlemen and athers ha⸗ 
uing the gouernment of any riuers, beokes, 02 ſtanding 
poles, to repleniſh them wtth al ſuch kinde of fiſh as map 
there be pꝛeſerued oꝛ bzed,, aſwell of raping as others. 
Cherr is a kinde of iich in Boland, in the fennes beſides 
Peterboz2ow, which they call apoult.,they be-like in ma- 
king and greatneſſe to the Wihitmg , but of the cullour of 
theLoch::'theycomefw2th of the fenne b2wkes , into the 
riuers nigh there about, as in N anſiaꝛth ric there are 
many ot them. They ſtirre not all the ſommer, but in win- 
ter when it is moſt coldeſt weather. There they are taken 
at Milies in Welles, and at wavers likewiſe. They are a 
pleaſant meate, and ſome do thinke they would be aſwell 
m other riuers ⁊ rumung waters, as Huntington, Ware, 
and ſuch like, ff thoſe waters were repieniſhed with them, 
as thep may be with ſmall charge. They haue ſuch pientie 
in the fenne bzokes, they ſerde their hogges with them. J 
other riuets were ſtoꝛed with them, it would be god fo; a 
conunon wealth, as the Carpe wich came of late peares 
uito England.

F yon will haue p2ofite of pour fiſh, in your pondes and 
poles, ye muſt haus a care alwapes to clenſe them from 
act pcare to the prare , in taking away all wedes , ru- 
tes, and flagges., foz they doe greatly ſcuſfe . 
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the fiſh, ard makes them to be moꝛe ſlymie and ofa wo2- 
ſer taſte. Likewiſe ye muff ſee alwayes fo: Otters and 
Water-rats, haunting your pondes and poles : pee ſhall 
beſt know if there be any in the night ſcaſon , lo then they 
hunt abꝛoad fo? fiſh: then ſerke to take them byſach means 
as aſoꝛe mentioned, which elſe they will ſome deſtroy all 
pour fiſh. Allo it is not god to ſuffer any to ſhute with 
guns nie your ponds 02 riuers, fo? it feares and aſfoniſh 
the fiſh greatly, and woꝛſt of all in ſpawning tune, and 
many will die Mereof: pe map watch the haunt ol the Dt- 
ter and Ratte, and ſtrike them t yee-can with the trowte = 


ſpeare, which is a very gad chung to kill them, il it be well 


done, loꝛ ſo many baue bene lulde.
